HURRICANE MOVING 
IN THE DIRECTION 
OF NEW ORLEANS 


Center Early Today Was Seven- 
ty-Five Miles South, With Sev- 
enty-Five-Mile Gale at Gulf. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 28.—The 
center of the tropical hurricane 
passing inland from the Gulf of 
Mexico was about 75 miles south of 
New Orleans early today and moving 
in a northerly direction. Reports 
from Pilot Town, near the mouth of 
the Mississippi River, said the wind’s 
velocity there was more than 75 
miles an hour at 5:30 a. m., and the 
barometer had fallen to 29.18. 

The center of the storm apparently 
passed inland from the gulf! near 
Filot Tow the hurricane ‘winds 
being acdotnbeated by rain.

ACCUSED OF TAKING 
C100 FOR PAROLE 


Charges Against Dr. James C. 
Welch Given to Jefferson City 
Grand Jury. 


WOMAN .SUBMITS. LETTERS 


Declares Money Which Was to 
Pay for Husband’s Liberty 
Later Was Returned to Her. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 28. 
—Attorney-General McAllister today 
laid before the grand jury for investi- 
gation a charge that Dr. James C. 
Welch, State Prison Physician, ac- 
cepted a bribe of $100 to release a 
convict from the penitentiary on a 
sick parole. 

Mrs. Harry Clayton of Chicago, 
whose husband is serving two years 
in the Missouri prison for escaping 
from an officer, told the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent yesterday, and 
repeated to McAllister the story of 
how Dr. Welch solicited and accepted 
$100 for which he promised to ob- 
tain her husban@’s release and how 
he threw the money into. her lap 
after he learned she had given the 
details of the story to the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Three Letters Submitted. 

McAllister has three letters, al- 
leged to have been written to Mrs. 
Clayton by Dr. Welch, in two of 
which he asks for the money and 
directs her how to send it, and ‘in 
the third he advises her to remain 
within call, so that he could wire 
her when her husband would be re- 
leased. 

Meantime Dr. Welch had signed 
«sick parole for Clayton, but the 
Frison Board refused to approve it, 
and Clayton must serve the remain- 
der of his term, which expires 
Dec. 17. ) 

The first létter written to Mrs. 
Clayton by Welch, it is said, was 
mailed in Jefferson City, Aug. 23, 
but did not pass through the prison 
postoffice. It is on the reverse side 
of the last page of a letter from her 
husband which he had written to 
her after a conference~with Welch. 

Mrs. Clayton said she received the 
joint letter from Welch and her hus- 
bend on Saturday, Aug. 25. She im- 
mediately went to the bank, she said, 
and drew out $100 of her savings, 
telling the cashier to give her two 
$50 bills. 

Tells of Sending the Moncey. 

Mrs. Clayton cannot write, but she 
gave McAllister the names of women 
‘vho read the letters to her, and who, 
she alleges, addressed the envelope 
containing the money to Dr. Welch. 
In compliance with instructions she 
says she received from Welch in a 
second letter, she sent the money by 
special delivery letter, waich rec- 
ords in the local postoffice show, was 
delivered here Monday, Aug. 27. 

On’Sept. 8, Welch wrote to Mrs. 
Clayton that he expected “to have 
Harry’s release’ about Sept. 10 or 
11. She heard no more from him. 
Her husband did not come home, and 
she decided to come here and investi- 
gate. She arrived Monday, Sept. 17. 
At her husband’s suggestion, she 
took a room at a boarding house 
across the street from the peniten- 
tiary entrance. 

She says Dr. Welch asked her re- 
peatedly why she did not go to a 
hotel, but that she replied she want- 
ed to be near her husband. She 
said Dr. Welch told her he 
know definitely about her husband's 
release last Saturday. She saw him 
pass several times Saturday, but 
he paid no attention to her. 
went to see her husband yesterday 
and told him she believed she had 
been duped. 

Neighbors, she says, suggested that 
she tell the Post-Dispatch . corre- 
spondent about it. Her statement of 
subsequent events was corroborated 
by her husband. 

Doctor’s Visit Is Described. 

Dr. Welch talked with Clayton 
yesterday morning. Clayton says he 
told the physician his wife was angry 
and had told her story to the Post- 
Dispatch. Dr. Welch then came to 
her boarding house and asked to see 
her. She was visiting next door, she 
says, but when a maid went up- 
stairs to see if she was in her room, 
Dr. Welch followed and left a note 
on her dresser, saying he wanted to 
see her. Later she came in, she said, 
and received him in the parlor. 

He closed the sliding door leading 
into an adjoining room, she said and 
demanded to know why she_ had 
talked to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. 

In relating what followed, she 
said: “Then he pulled two $50 bills 
out of his vest pocket and said: ‘Is 
this your money?’ I said, ‘No; that 
is not my money. The bills I sent 
you were old ones. These are new.’ 

“He handed me one of the bills 

and said, ‘Well, I’m going to be 
square with you. I can’t get your 
husband out, so I'm going to give 
your money back.’ 
“Then he told me my husband 
wanted me to give him $50 for my 
husband. I told him I would not 
do it.

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TAX COMMISSION ORDERS 
MORTGAGE ASSESSMENT 


Assessors Instructed to Hunt Out “Hidden 
Wealth” and Levy on It for 
Revenue.

JEFFERSON. CITY, Sept. -28<— 
The State Tax Commission instruct- 
ed all Assessors in the State to 
search the records of the recorders 
of their counties and assess for tax- 
ation all mortgages on record, and 
to search out’and assess all money, 
notes, bonds and credits which have 
been escaping taxation. 


The order is by far the most im-} 


portant issued by the commission 
since its organization in June under 
a law passed by the last Legislature, 
creating it to see that all property 
is assessed at its true value. 

If the order is obeyed, and the 
commission sets forth that any Ag- 
sessor who fails to comply with it 
will be guilty of a violation of law 
and of making a false oath in his 
affidavit certifying to the correct- 
ness of his assessments, money 
lenderes and men of wealth who 
have been accustomed to ‘paying 
taxes on only a portion of their 
property will be assessed heavily. 

Hidden Wealth Is Sought. 

Chairman. Roach of the commis- 
sion said that it was the intention 
of the commission to insist that 
every assessor follow the law closely 
and that they uncover the hidden 
personal wealth of the State. He 
said the commission was prepared to 
conduct official investigations of all 
persons suspected of refusing to re- 
turn their personal property for tax- 
ation, and that in all cases in which 
assessors were unable to uncover the 
property, the commission would send 
trained investigators to ferret out the 
tax dodgers. 

In its order the commission says: 

“The State Tax Commission di- 
rects your special attention to sec- 
tion 11,377, R. S. Mo. 1909, wherein 
is referred to the keeping of a book 
known as the mortgage list. Whether 
your recorder has kept such a book, 
his records do contain the mortgages

WOMAN IS-PROSEGUTOR 
Nf RAILWAY CASES 


Assistant to Illinois Attorney- 
General Appears in East St. 
Louis Court. 


Miss Jeannette Bates, Assistant 
Attorney-General of  Lllinois, 
peared in Justice Eggman’s court in 
East St. Louis today to prosecute 
four cases against three railroads 
charged with violation of the indus- 
trial welfare law. The railroads 
against which the complaints were 
filed were the Big Four, Chicago, 
Peoria & St. Louis and the Iron 
Mountain. They were charged with 
the violation of the safety and com- 
fort law, the woman’s 10-hour law 
and the washhouse law. 

The railroads took a continuance 
of the cases until Oct. 19, and an- 
nounced through their attornéys 
that they would appeal the cases to 
the Supreme Court to test the con- 
stitutionality of the laws if they 
should be decided against them in 
the Justice’s court. 

Miss Bates has entire charge of 
prosecutions under the 10 industrial 
welfare statutes of Illinois. She is 
# social worker in Chicago, was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1908, and was 
appointed Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral last January. She never has 
been married, but she has two adopt- 
ed children. She always has taken 
a keen interest in child welfare, and 
Superintendent Walter Potts of the 
East St. Louis Public Schools called 
her in this morning for a conference 
eon this subject. 

Since her appointment Miss Bates 
has prosecuted 25 cases a week and 
has entire charge of the enforce- 
ment of the industrial welfare laws. 
She wore a plain purple felt hat, 
navy blue serge suit, white ¢uffs and 
collars and tan boots. Miss Bates, 
when asked her age, laughingly ad. 
mitted that she was 27 years old, 
but the reporters who interviewed 
her, upon a comparison of their 
notes, agreed that she had underesti- 
mated her age. by several years.

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PISTOLS WA WREBYED 
AUTO WHICH ILLS MAN 


Victim in Peculiar Accident Once 
Was Convicted as a Box- 
car Robber. 


Three loaded revolvers and threo 
extra hats were found in a wrecked 
automobile by policemen after Clifton 
Henry, 30 years old, of 1209 Monroe 
street, was killed, and John and Ar-

The automobile was wrecked and 
he and his brother were cut on the 
face and head. Henry’s skull was 
fractured and he died two hours 
later at the city hospital.- The Reidy 
brothers are at the city hospital. 

In the wreckage of the auto the 
police found the revolvers, two black 
hats and a gray hat. The injured 
men wore hats in addition to those 
found in the auto. 

The Reidy brothers said that they 
knew nothing about the hats and re- 
volvers. They were ordered held at 
the hospital for investigation.

Charged With “Conspiracy to 
Hamper Government in Pros- 
ecution of War. 


CRIME NEAR TO TREASON 


Is Punishable by Six Years in 
Prison or Fine of $5000, 
or Both. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—More 
than 160 leaders of the Industria: 
Workers of-the World, engaged in 
the alleged nation-wide conspiracy 
to hamper the Government in carry- 
ing on the war, have been indicted 


by the Federal grand jury at Chi- 
cago. Indictments will be handed 
in to the Court, probably late to- 
day. Between 160 and 170 persons, 
resident in almost in every section 
of the coutnry, are named in the in- 
dictments. 

Seditious conspiracy—the crime 
nearest to treason within the defini- 
tion of the criminal code—is 
charged. This offense is punishable 
hy six years’ imprisonment, or $5000 
fine, or both. 

Indictments are understood to be 
based upon revelations brought to 
light in the recent country-wide 
seizure by Federal authorities of doc- 
uments and correspondence of the 
I. W. W. in approximately 50 towns 
and cities. 

I'ar-Reaching Conspiracy. 

These documents are understood 
to have revealed the existence of a 
conspiracy, the most far-reaching of 
any yet unearthed, to embarrass the 
Government in the prosecution of 
the war by resistance to the draft 
law, by fomenting labor disturb- 
ances, by burning crops and forests 
and in numerous other ways. *“« 
comparatively small coterte of men 
is understood to have directed the 
movement. 

iticials here feel that in many 
instances the alleged ringleaders of 
these antiwar activities are virtual- 
ly guilty of treason, but because of 
the narrowed. definition of treason 
in the criminal code and in numer- 
ous court decisions, it was thought 
best to ask the grand jury to find 
indictments on the broader charge 
of seditious conspiracy.

Evidence Weighs More Than a Ton. 

The evidence laid before the grand 
jury was of such volume as actually 
to weigh a ton or more, and is said 
to show a nation-wide conspiracy to 
hamper the Government in almost 
every conceivable way, with rami- 
fications into practically every state. 

It concerned anti-draft demonstra- 
tions, crippling of war industries py 
so-called strikes, burning of wheat 
fields, burning of timber which the 
Government was planning to use for 
airplane construction, and a contin- 
uous anti-ally and anti-war propa- 
ganda from hustings and soap box. 
There was evidence that German 
money was plentifully supplied, as 
shown in many letters and canceled 
checks. Indications pointed to a 
group of men as prime movers in 
the great conspiracy with a large 
number of agents acting under their 
orders. The nation-wide raid con- 
ducted upon I. W. W. headquarters 
in many cities by agents of the De- 
partment of Justice on Sept. 5, dis- 
closed the evidence upon which the 
Government proceeded to act. 

One feature which the investiga- 
tion brought out sharply was the

CONFEREES TAKE UP REVISED 
WAR TAX REVENUE MEASURE 


Bill Providing Levy of $2,700,000,000 
en apeme Law Within 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Senate 
and House conferees met today for 
formal approval of the new war tax 
bill revised to raise approximately 
$2,700,000,000 of revenue. This is 
an increase of $300,000,000 over she 
bill’s total as it left the Senate and 
$832,000,000 over the House bill. Vir- 
tually none of the new increases is 
to be made on war excess profits or 
incomes. 

The conferees plan to present their 
report on the bill to the House late 
today, where it will be acted upon 
first. Final approval of the repor: 
by House and Senate by the first of 
the coming week virtually is certain, 
after which the measure will be sent 
to President Wilson for signature. 

Of the $260,000.000 to $300,000,000 
additional agreed to by the conferes, 
about one-third was placed on post- 
age. The House one-cent letter tax, 
estimated to raise $70,000,000, which 
was stricken out by the Senate, was 
restored. The agreement for a grad- 
uated zone increase on second class 
mail is estimated to raise some mil- 
lions more. 

Another large increase ordered was 
in passenger transportation and Pull- 
man accommodation taxes. Amuse- 
ment admissions also bear a consid- 
erable increase with Senate exemp- 
tions of outdoor parks and their at- 
tractions rejected. 'The Senaie provi- 
sion exempting moving picture thea- 
ters charging 25 cents or less from 
tuxation was changed and provision 
made for exempting only much 
cheaper theaters. 

Revenues from automobiles, pat- 
ent medicines, perfumes and cosmet- 
ics, and, other manufactures, also 
would be increased. The one-cent 


stamp tax on bank checks, eliminated 


in the Senate and estimated to raise 
$10,000,000, is reported to have been 
restored to the bill.

Jp to noon today 2082 appealed 
cases against exemptions granted by 
the 28 ward boards and the three 
districts in St. Louis County had 
been filed by the Government with 
the District Board in the Boatmen’s 
Bank Biulding.

Then he threw the other bill into 
my lap and told me not to say any- 
thing about it.’’ 

While the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent was talking with Mrs. Clay- 
ten on the front porch of the board-. 
tng house yesterday afternoon, Dr. 
Welch appeared at the prison en- 
trance and beckoned: to her. 

When she went to the prison he 
told: her she could see her husband. 
Her husband told her he had talked 
with Dr. Wedch and warned her tha‘ 
she must say nothing about the 
transaction or he would be made to 
suffer for it. When she returned, 
she said, she was afraid to tel! what 
she knew for tear her husband 
would be “hung in the rings,’’ which 
is the most violent punishment used 
on obstreperous convicts. 

After being assured that no such 
action would be taken, she consented 
to tell her story to the Attorney- 
General. 

When the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent called at the prison office 
to talk with Clayton, Dr. Welch 
walked past the office window, then 
came in and took a seat within a 
few feet of where the prisoner was 
seated, where he remained until the 
conference was ended.

at San Francisco Vote 

Not to Work Under Temporary 

ment. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28.—The 
strike of 50,000 metal trades union- 
ists here, which was to have. been 
ended today. was indefinitely pro- 
longed when members of the Boiler- 
makers’ Union last night voted not 
to return to work under the terms of 
a temporary agreement made Sun- 
day and which had been accepted 
by a majority of the unions affiliated 
with the iron trades council. The 
employers state that the plants would 
remain closed. 

The action of the boilermakérs 
will paralyze indefinitely all work on 
one-eighth of the entire shipbuilding 
contracts let by the United States 
Government. Work has been sus- 
pended 11 days owing to the strike 
and the temporary agreement was 
signed Sunday by labor leaders only 
at the urgent request of President 
Wilson, who appealed to the patriot- 
ism of the men. 

The boilermakers’ union was one 
of the four organizations affiliated 
with the Iron Trades Council that 
voted against acceptance of the tem- 
porary agreement. The boilermak- 
ers face suspension frqm the Iron 
Trades Council for their action. Two 
years ago they were expelled from 
the council for a similar act. 


GERMANS FEEL RETENTION OF 
CONQUERED LAND IS VITAL 


Necessary to Future of Country, 
Stripped of Its World Prestige, 
University Rector Declares. 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 28.—The re- 
alization in many German minds that 
Germany is at bay against virtually 
all the rest of the world has been 
deepened by the shadow of the com- 
ing break with Argentina.. The 
moral, which even heretofore mod- 
erate Germans are drawing from 
the fact of the Germans’ isolation, is 
that there is nothing left for Ger- 
many to do but keep tight hold on 
all that the German armies have 
conquered, since its colonies and 
world prestige apparently are hope- 
lessly lost. 


This psychological twist is illus- 
trated by the inaugural address, as 
rector of Berlin University, of Privy 
Counselor Penk, a former exchange 
professor of Columbia University, in 
which he said: ‘All our overseas 
commerce has been destroyed. The 
English themselves estimate that 
they have billions of marks of Ger- 
man capital values in their hands, 
but the main thing is not the loss of 
money but our loss in world pres- 
tige.

“Therefore, we should keep of the 
land conquered by us whatever is 
necessary as vital-root for the Ger- 
man nation. We also should obtain 
colonial possessions large enough to 
supply: us with absolutely necessary 
raw materials. This constitutes no 
boundless desire for power, no im- 
perialistic striving, but is the irre- 
ducible minimum of what we need 
for our future and to make up for 
what has been irrecoverably lost.”’ 


SLAV WOMEN SOLDIERS HARDY 


Second Detachment Praised Highly 
in Army Order. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 28.—An 
army order gives high praise to the 
women’s second fighting detach- 
ment at the front. The order says 
the women soldiers arrived at a 
time of great difficulty, because of 
the destruction of roads by rains 
and confusion caused by the retreat- 
ing, demoralized troops. Neverthe- 
less, the women were perfectly dis- 
ciplined and showed ‘that they were 
conscious of their duty of defending 
the fatherland.”’ 

In tactics the women are described 
as having been efficient, especially 
in close formation work. The wemen 
served in a Turkestan rifle division 
famous for hard marching, but kept 
up with the men, tramping along 
in their heavy equipment 20 or 30 
miles a day.

Thirteen Billions Necessary. 

“Tf this be true, the man of wealth 
with patriotism or modified patriot- 
ism, or without patriotism, has a 
greater stake in the security of the 
Covernment than any other class, 
because if the Government’s credit 
is destroyed and disaster comes upon 
the country, as it inevitably will if 
the Government’s credit fails, what 
is property worth to the rich man, 
what is life worth to the free man? 

Emphasizing the tremendous 
financial task ahead of the nation, 
Mr. McAdoo pointed out that it 
would be necesary to raise between 
$13,000,000,000 and $14,000,000,000 
by additional bond issues before 
June 30,1918. This will not be easy, 
he said, but it can be done by every- 
body, banker, business man and men 
and women in every walk of life 
joining hands to see it through. 

“Fortunately,” he aded, “the re- 
sources of America were never so 
ample for ourselves and so formid- 
able for our enemies as now. The 
combined resources of the national 
and state banks (including trust 
companies) of the United States are 
now $37,000,000,000. At the out- 
break of the Civil War the combined 
resources of the banks were estimat- 
ed to be $1,500,000,000, and yet with 
these limited banking resources the 
Union Government raised $3,000,- 
000,000 by bond sales, or twice the 
amount of the banking resources of 
the country. Upon the same basis 
we should now be able to raise $74,- 
000,000,000 through Government 
loans. I am not suggesting that this 
may be done; I am only drawing a 
comparison.” 


Reviews Reasons for War. 


The Secretary reviewed the causes 
for America’s entry into the war, de- 
claring this could not be done too 
often, because of the efforts of noisy 
agitators and disloyal writers to con- 
fuse the issue. Much of this propa- 
ganda, he said, probably had been 
carried on with money left behind 
for the purpose by Von Bernstorff, 
‘the adroit and malevolent German 
Ambassador.” 

While it is true that America went 
to war to make liberty and democ- 
racy secure throughout the world, 
said Mr. McAdoo, it must be remem- 
bered that she entered also for a 
more immiediaté reason—the wanton 
disregard of American rights and 
ruthless destruction of American life 
and property. If the United States 
had acquiesced in the Kaiser’s order 
that its shipping stay off the seas, he 
declared $3,200,000,000 of American 
commerce with Great Britain, France 
and Italy would have been cut off 
and “with one stroke of his pen the 
Kaiser would have accomplished 
more destruc’ @: on our farms, in 
our factories and in our mines than 
he could achieve with all the armies 
and navies of the German empire.”’

The dairy owners, act-| 
ing through the Southern Illinois 
Milk Preducers’ Association, began 
last week by’demanding $3.50 a hun- 
dred pounds, but came down to $3.42 
at a conference last Saturday. The 
distributers made a tentative offer 
of $3, and the compromise at $3.20 
was reached after two hours of dis- 
cussion yesterday. 

The new price is for the month of; 
October only. Food Administrator 
Hoover has pointed out that fodder 
will be more plentiful as the season 
advances, and that continued in- 
creases on the ground of cost of feed 
will not be justified. 

The price of butter will not be 
affected by the new price of South- 
ern Illinois milk, a large distributer 
said today. Elgin butter quotations 
rule this market, he pointed out, and 
the dairies here which make butter 


will have to meet Elgin prices. The 
Elgin quotation today is 43 cents a 
pound, wholesale, and upon this is 
based the present retail price of 52 
cents a pound. Higher prices for 
milk all over the country, however, 
are expected to send the Elgin quo- 
tation to’50 cents, which would 
make butter 60 to 65 cents in the 
near future. 

The new milk price will cause an 
advance of 20 to 25 cents a gallon 
for ice cream, officials of the Grafe- 
man and St. Louis dairies say, while 
all other dairy products, such as 
cream cheese, cottage cheese and 
buttermilk, will sell proportionately | 
higher. 


Tells of Cost of Distribution. 

President Kerckoff of the Pevely 
Dairy Co., testifying yesterday be- 
fore the Aldermanic Milk. Price In- 
vestigating Committee, said the cost 
of distribution to the company wis 
$2.75 a hundred pounds. 
said the company made 4 profit of a 
cent a gallon and‘ that this was all 
the profit it expected to make under 
a new price scale. 

On the basis of Kerckoff’s figures, 
and allowing the profit of 1 cent a 
gallon, the new price for milk should 
be 13 cents a quart. 

Adding the distributing cost, $2.75 
a hundred pounds, to the new whole- 
sale price of $3.20 a hundred, the 
total cost is shown to be $5.95 a hun- 
dred. This is 51 cents a gallon. Ad- 
ding a cent a gallon for profit, the 
proper retail price becomeés 52 cents 
a gallon or 13 cents a quart. 

Other distributers have made 
widely varying statements as to the 
cost of distribution, ranging from 8 
cents to 29 cents a gallon. Kerck- 
hoff’s estimate of $2.75 a hundred 


would be 23.6 cents a gallon. This/ 


cost includes shipping charges from 

Illinois stations to St. Louls, pasteur- 

ization, bottles, caps and delivery.

Kerckhoff gave the Aldermen his 
testimony behind locked doors, hav- 
ing insisted that his detailed figures 
should not be made public, lest his 
“competitors” should use them to his 
disadvantage. Chairman Wyrick of 
the committee granted the request, 
saying the committee could not get 
the information it needed unless it 
accede to the witness’ demand for 
secrecy.

ters a few days ago, and had con- 
tracted to furnish their output for 
the next five years to a condensing 
company at Litchfield, at prices paid 
by condensers at Highland.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The death in 
Dublin on Wednesday of Thomas 
Ashe, a Sinn Fein leader, reported 
to have been due to voluntary star- 
vation, has accentuated the difficul- 
ties underlying the surface of Irish 
politics, and Sinn Féin opinion is in- 
flamed seriously. 

Ashe’s body, dressed in the uni- 
form of the Irish volunteers, lies in 
state in a Dublin hospital, and there 
may be a public funeral on Sunday. 
It is said that other Sinn Fein lead- 
ers in the hospital prison where Ashe 
died are in a dangerous condition. 

In the inquest Thursday into the 
death of Ashe, Prof. McMeeney tes- 
tified that the post morten examina- 
tion, at which several other doctors 
were present, showed that Ashe did 
not die of hunger. The body was not 
emaciated and there was an abun- 
dance of food inthe stomach. Death, 
he said, was due to syncope, arising 
partly from heart trouble and partly 
from an intense congestion of the 
lungs. Ashe’s heart, he added, was 
abnormal. 

Dr. McMenamee, a hospital sur- 
geon, testified Ashe told him after 
he had been fed forcibly on Tuesday 
that he had collapsed from aq fit of 
coughing.

MILK CONDENSERS 10 OPERATE 
UNDER FOOD ADMINISTRATION 


Manufacturers Agree to Take No 
War Profits From People or 
the Army and Navy. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Manu- 
facturers of canned milk, represent- 
ing 96 per cent of the entire indus- 
try in the United States, in confer- 
ence with the food administration, 
have agreed unanimously to handle 
their business under the supervision 
of the food administration for the 
war and to take no war profits, 

ither from the public or the army 
end navy. 

Since the first of May the many- 
facturers have been furnishing sup- 
plies‘to the army and navy at a price 
and on a basis of profit determined 
by the Federal Trade Commission. 
Now they agree to supply the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium and 
the American Red Cross at the same 
price as that made to the Govern- 
ment. 

Price to the public will be limited 
so as not to return to the industry a 
greater profit than was received be- 
fore the war. sDuring that period, 
the food administration was told, a 
profit of 30 cents a case on evaporat- 
ed milk and 40 cents a cage on con- 
‘dénsed milk was considered fair.

CARD INDEX TO BE KEPT 
OF ALL AMERICAN SOLDIERS 


Men Will Nut Be Numbered, but Will 
Get Tags Bearing Their : 
Names. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A card 
index. of all American soldiers at 
home and abroad is to be compiled 
by the War Department. Congress, 
has apprepriated money for’ the 
purpose in the genepal . deficiency 
bill. Every man in the army, 
whether officer or private, will be 
indexed by name, and the records 
filed in alphabetical order for imme- 
diate reference should he appear in 
army orders or casualty lists. With 
the description of each soldfer will 
be given the name of his next of kin 
and emergency address. 

The plan of giving each man a 
number virtually has been aban- 
doned and it is understood that each 
soldier instead will be supplied with 
a small aluminum tag bearing his 
name and company. It will be worn 
around his neck, as at present. 

Plans have been completed for the 
creation of a “statistical division’”’ 
with a branch in Paris, which will 
employ several hundred clerks to 
compile records. It will include not 
only men actually in the fighting 
corps, but civilians, war  corre- 
spondents and others attached to the 
forces. Maj. J. J. Jones of the Ad- 
jutant-General’s Department is to 
head the statistical division here. 


CIGARETTES FOR ARMY NURSES

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The Army 
and Navy Field Comforts Committee 
which is arranging the Army and 
Navy bazar to be held at the Grand 
Central Palace from Oct. 27 to Nov.

OFTEN INTERRUPTED 


Bolsheviki Jeer Premier’s Criti- 
cism of Disloyalty Actions of 
Group in Finland. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 28.—Premier 
Kerensky addressed the democratic 
congress at its first session yesterday 


in the Municipal Theater, receiving 
applause which came principally 
from the radical groups of delegates. 
He spoke in forceful style with the 
air of challenging his opponents. The 
address was largely a defense of the 
acts of the Government under his 
Premiership. 

M.- Kerensky was interrupted. fre- 
quently by shouts from one group 
and another, which led at times to al- 
tercations lasting several minutes. A+ 
one point, when the Premier spcke 
of the refusal of the Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's delegates of Helsingfors 
to oppose the reopening of: the 
Finnish Diet, although the Govearn- 
ment had forbidden it, the Bolshe- 
viki burst into loud cheers. 

Has Sharp Retort. 

“Cheer, my friends, if you will,” 
said M. Kerensky, when he was able 
to make himself heard. “But bear 
in mind that a German fleet is mov- 
ing up the Baltic.”’ 

The delegates of the right jeered 
the Bolsheviki, asking them why 
they did not cheer the Premier's re- 
mark, inasmuch as the Germans 
were their friends. 

Twelve hundred delegates from all 
parts of Russia are in attendance at 
the congress. All the members of 
the provisional Government, headed 
by Premier Kerensky, were present. 
Several members of the diplomatic 
corps occupied a special box. 


Council of Soldiers’ and Workmen’s 
Delegates, said that the moment had 
arrived for démocracy to gather all 
its political wisdom to save the con- 
quests of the revolution, which were 
threatened with irreparable catas- 
trophe, if not safeguarded now. 

The newspapers announce the res- 
ignation of M. I. Terestchenko, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, in the new 
Cabinet of five. 

The Minister of the Interior has 
ordered the arrest of Nikolai Leni- 
nine, the extremist leader, if he is 
found in Petrograd, but he is not to 
be taken into custody in the halls of 
the democratic congress. 

The Rech today reports the reor- 
ganization of the revolutionary mi- 
litia known as the “Red Guard.” 
The reorganizers are negotiating with 
a factory for 12,000 rifles and several 
machine guns and ammunition in 
proportion. 

Gen. Alexieff, in an interview pub- 
lished by the Russky Slovoe, said 
that the cause of his resignation as 
chief of staff was his dissatisfaction 
with the treatment of Gen. Korniloff 
as a rebel. Gen. Alexieff declared 
that Korniloff was a true patriot 
who did not desire to re-establish 
discipline by terrorism, but by ra- 
tional means. The_public does not 
believe Korniloff will be shot.

Soldiers’ and Workmen’s Delegates, Theorists 
and Dreamers, Only Government in An- 
archy-Ridden Land Since Revolution.

About the first thing I saw on the 
morning of my arrival in Petrograd 
last spring was-a group of young 
men, about 20, I should think, 
marching through the street in front 


of my hotel, carrying a scarlet ban-| 


ner. with ‘an inscription in large 
white letters. 

‘What does that banner say?” I 
a: ked- the hotel commissionaire who 
stood beside me. 

“It says ‘All the Power to the So- 
viet’”’’ was the answer. 

‘“‘What is the soviet?’ I asked, and 
he replied brfefly: 

“It is ‘the only Government we 
have in Russia now.” 

And he was right. The soviets, 
or councils of soldiers’ and work- 
men’s delegates, which have spread 
like wildfire throughout the country, 
are the nearest thing to a Govern- 
ment that Russia has known since 
the -very early days of the revolu- 
tion. 

The most striking parallel between 
the French and the .Russian revo- 
lutions lies in the facility with which 
both were snatched away from the 
sane ard intelligent men who began 
them and placed in the hands of 
fanatics, who turned thenr into mad 
orgies of blood and terror. The ‘first 
French revolutionists rebelled 
against the theory of the divine 
right of Kings to govern or misgov- 
ern the people. 

They wanted a Constitution and 
a Government by consent of the gov- 
erned. But the mob came m and 
took possession of the situation, and 
the result was the guillotine and the 
reign of terror. 


Soviets Stepped In: 


Miliukoff, Rodizanko, Lvoff and 
their associates in the Russian Duma 
rebelled against a stupid, cruel auto- 
crat who was doing hig best to lose 
the war and to bring the country to 
ruin and dishonor. They wanted a 
Constitution for Russia, and for the 
time being at least, a figurehead 
king who would leave government in 
the hands of responsible ministers. 

But the Petrograd Council of Sol- 
diers’ and Workmen’s Delegates 
came in and took possession of the 
situation, and the result is a country 
torn with anarchy, brought to the 
verge of bankruptcy and ready, un- 
less something happens between now 
and next spring, to fall into the 
hands of the Germans. 

These councils of workmen are not 
In the upheaval of 1905-06 a 
man named Khrustaliov, a labor 
leader, became the head of an or- 
ganization called the Petrograd 
Council of Workmen’s Deputies. It 
was made up of elected delegates 
from all the principal factories in 


HIS is the second of a series’ 
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and near the capital, and during the 
general strike which forced Nicholas 
to convene the first Duma, the coun- 
cil assumed general control of the 
whole labor *situation, managing 
matters with rare good sense and 
firmness. .. 
Reaction Came in July, 1966. 

Witte, who became Premier in 
those days, negotiated with Khrus- 
taliov as with an equal. For a time 
he and his council were a real power 
in the empire. A dozen cities formed 
similar organizations. There were 
councils of workmen's deputies, peas- 
ants’ deputies, even, in some places, 
of soldiers’ deputies. 

The reaction which came in 
July, 1906, swept them all into ob- 
livion, and I never found anybody 
who knew what became of Khrusta- 
liov. But the tradition of.the Coun-| 
cil of Workmen’s Deputies for- 
gotten. Perhaps the council even ex- 
isted still In secret; I do not know. 
It was quickly revived in March, 
1917, and before the political revolu- 
tion was fairly accomplished it had 
added soldiers to its title and had 
curtly informed the provisional Gov- 
ernment and the Duma that no laws 
could be made or enforced without 
first having received the approval of 
the working people’s representatives, 

No policy in peace or war could be 
announced or put into practice; no 
orders could be given the army; no 
treaties concluded with the allies; in 
short, nothing could be done without 
first consulting the 1600 men and 
women—five women—who made up 
the Council of Soldiers’ and Work- 
men’s Delegates. ; 


Unwise in War Times. 


If the country had been in a con- 
dition of peace instead of war this 
would not have been at all a bad 
thing. The working people of Rus- 
sia, under the electoral system de- 
vised by the old regime, had very lit- 
tle representation in the Duma and 
they had a perfect right to demand 
a voice in the organization of the 
new Government. But unfortunately 
the country was at war; and more 
unfortunately still, the Council of 
Soldiers’: and Workmen’s Delegates 
was made up in large part of ex- 
treme radicals to whom the war was 
«. matter of entire indifference. The 
revolution to them meant an oppor- 
tunity tq put into practice new eco- 
nomic theories, the socialistic state. 

They conceived the vast dream of 
establishing a new order of society, 
not only for Ruséia, but for the whole 
world, They were going to dictate 
terms of peace, and call on the work- 
ing people of every country to join 
them in enforcing that peace. After 
that they were going to do away with 
all capitalists, bankers, investors, 
property owners. Armies .and na- 
vies were to be scrapped. *I don’t 
know what they purposed doing with 
the Constitution of the United States, 
but “capitalistic” America was to be 
made over with the rest of the worid.

FIFTH REGIMENT 
~—INNOW THE 138Th 


St. Loujs Organization Designa- 
tion Passes Out of Exist- 
ence at Fort Sill. 


LAWTON, Ok., Sept. 28.—The 
Fifth Missouri Infantry officially 
passed out of existence yesterday. 
The regiment, which was organized 
by St. Louisans shortly after the 
United States entered the war and 
recruited almost entirely of St. Louis 
volunteers, is now known as the 
138th Infantry. On all regimental 
papers, ‘Fifth Missouri National 
Guards” will appear in parentheses 
on a line with and following the regi- 
ment’s new numerical title. The 
First Regiment will also be classified 
as the 138th as soon as it arrives at 
Camp Doniphan. As in the case of 
the Fifth, the first will retain its old 
national guard designation in pa- 
rentheses. After the merger of the 
two regiments is compléted it will 
very probably be necessary to drop 
the former classifications entirely so 
as to avoid confusion in clerical and 
administrative documents. 

The St. Louis guardsmen were 
kept busy yesterday widening drain- 
age ditches so as to conform to speci- 


fications furnished by the divisional 


engineer officers. Each company 
street now has a ditch two feet wide 
along the front of its row of tents 
and a four-foot ditch running the en- 
tire length of the street in the rear 
of the tents. Front and rear ditches 
are connected by a two-foot ditch in 
the space between tents. The loose 
earth removed from the ditches was 
packed inside the tents so as to raise 
the floors about two feet above the 
level of the ground outside. With 
this elaborate drainage system: the 
camp is prepared to withstand a 
celuge. 

Target practice by one of the field 
artillery regiments at Camp Doni- 
phan gave the boys of the 138th a 
fair impression of the manner in 
which artillery firing is conducted 
on the western battle front in France. 
The artillerymen fired at an fMmdirect 
target, located near Medicine Creek, 
a precipitous mountain stream, about 
a mile north of the regimental area. 
The firing point was situated on 
Mount Scott, about five miles west 
of the camp. Airplane observers di- 
rected the field guns. A strong wind 
during the afternoon compelled the 
aviators to leave their planes in the 
hangars. One of the captive bal- 
loons was used for aerial observation 
during the afternoon. 

A general order from divisional 
headquarters yesterday prescribed 
chin straps as part of the equip- 
ment of all officers and enlisted men. 
The guardsmen as a rule do not fan- 
cy the “monkey straps,’ as they term 
them. Most of the officers and men 
are thankful for the fact that no ref- 
erence to swagger sticks or canes 
was male in the equipment regula- 
tion.

Foods are classes (1) as building or re- 
pair foods, called proteing, glutens, etc. (2) 
Fuel, strength or warmth foods, cereals, 
sugars, potatoes, bananas. (3) Salivary, 
bran. and mineral foods for the digestion of 
numbers 1 and 2. (4) Free fats, the com- 
panions to No. 8, for nerves and digestions. 
The reason for much useless eating lies in 
lack of self control, and having 30 per cent 
of wheat, rice, rock salt, cornmeal, sugar 
removed, which leaves the edible portion 
helplessly fermenting in man’s stomach, 
hence headaches and “out of sorts.” These 
nerve cries in turn are clubbed at soda 
fountains, with coffee, tobacco, alcohol. I 
find that two simple vegetarian, balanced 
méal a day for big, hardworking men, is 
the best. The only time that blood can go 
on repair errand, is when it can gain liberty 
from the stomach and liver.

GOV. GARDNER FOR HO BULE. 

That the underlying cause of the present and 
of a long series of past police rows and upheavals 
prejudicial to discipline and efficiency is clearly 
discerned by Gov. Gardner, is shown by his state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch. -. 

That cause, of course, is the denial of home rule 
and local responsibility in police administration. 

In the view of too many Governors in the past, 
the Police Department places were merely items 
in the gross sum of State patronage assets, to be 
disposed of as were other items. They were a 
part of the currency in which political debts 
were paid. Results in disorganizition of the 
force and impaired morale were inevitable. 

The immediate incidents giving rise to the ex- 
isting disruption are not of particular concern. 
The row is a natural consequence of a feeling of 
departmental independence from any accountabil- 
ity to the authority best qualified to judge and 
fix: accountability; of the disgraceful campaign 
in the Legislature for the salary grab; of. the

Gov. Gardner declares he is convinced that sat- 
isfactory conditions in the department will be 
hopeless until it is reorganized, a single head sub- 
stituted for the control of five heads and the ap- 
pointing power placed in the hands of the Mayor. 

That we have at last a Governor who is convert- 
ed to the need of this sound reform is, of course, 
something.

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WOMEN AND W. U. MEDICAL SOHOOL. 

A correspondent of the Post-Dispatch has made 
an unanswerable argument for the admission of 
women to the medical department of Washing- 
ton University. That a special field of usefulness 
is‘open to women physicians has long been rec- 
ognized. With women accorded equal privileges 
with men in the other departments of the uni- 
versity, no good reason seems to exist for com- 
pelling feminine residents of St. Louis and Mis- 
souri who desire a medical training to go to dis- 
tant schools for their coursé. 

Since the correspondent’s mention of several 
institutions of high standing which welcome 
women to their medical departments, two nota- 
ble additions have been made to the number of 
co-educational schools for physicians. One is 
Columbia University of New York City and the 
other {is Harvard. The prospective great demand 
for Americans of medical training and the dimi- 
nution of men in their classes, both consequences 
of the war, are assigned as having prompted this 


‘unexpected departure from the policy to which 


both institutions have stubbornly adhered in the 
past. Having been once admitted, women of course 
will never be excluded.

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HELP SAVE GASOLINE. 


FETER a careful investigation of 
the present gasoline situation, 
Van H. Manning, Director of 

the Bureau of ‘Mines of the Depart- 

ment of the Interior, has issued the 
following statement: One-half of the 
gasoline used in the United States 

(1,250,000,000 gallons) is used in 

pleasure riding. It is estimated, ac- 

cording to the Scientific American, 
that the United States Army will 
need 250,000,000 gallons for aero- 
planes, trucks, automobile tractors, 
and other machines. There is no way 
of obtaining this in this country ex- 
cept by saving from the existing sup- 
ply, and this economy may be pro- 
cured by voluntary cutting down of 
pleaSure riding (for instance, the 
man who takes his family out on 

Suhday for a 50-mile ride can cut 

this in half). 

It has been estimated that by eco- 
nomical use’ enough gasoline can be 


saved to supply not only the United} 


States but also its allies, for war pur- 
poses. The following suggestions 
should be observed by automobile | 
owners: 

Do not allow engines to run idle. 

Use kerosene, not gasoline, for 
cleaning purposes in the garage. 

See to it that the carburetor does 
not leak. 

Form the habit of shutting off the 
gasoline at the tank. 

By judicious regulation of the mix- 
ture of gasoline and air in the motor, 
both greater power and economy of 
fuel may be obtained. 

Automobile owners need not lay 
up cars, but should use them either 
for trade or pleasure purposes 
thoughtfully and judiciously. 

If this advice is followed there will 
be no undue scarcity, for the United 
States possesses an abundant supply 
for ordinary purposes.

| The Value of Dew | 


) 


ARDENER® have, for long, 
been familiar with the large 
amount of moisture that con- 

denses on smooth surfaces when the 
dew is falling. Some interesting ex- 
periments have recently been car- 
ried out to collect some of the 
moisture from the foliage of plants. 
A large beet-root plant was selected 
and, underneath one of the leaves, 
just where it bends down toward 
the soil, a receptacle was placed. 
The vessel which was sunk down into 
the ground was formed of a glass 
bottle and a funnel. As the water 
dripped from the leaf it fell into 
the bottle the narrow neck fmsuring 
that hardly any of the moisture was 
lest through evaporation. The 
amowxt varied on different nights, 
but when the sky was clear, a sur- 
prising amount of moisture was col- 
lected in this way. The water was 
that which condensed on less than 
half the leaf. 

Acting on the idea that dew is 
worth collecting an expert gardener 
has devised a novel plan for mak- 
ing the fullest possible use of this 
moisture. <A piece of tin bent round 
in a half circle was painted so as to 
remove all fear of rust. This was 
tilted up in such a way that all the 
water that condensed on the surface 
would trickle down to the soil. New- 
ly established plants were placed fm 
furrows the trend of which was 
downward, so that the water re- 
ceived as wide a distribution as pos- 
sible. In this way three or. four 
lettuces, for instances, were kept 
watered by means of one dew col- 
lector. The results were astonish- 
ing for, during a long spell of dry 
weather, the plants grew amazing- 
ly.—Scientific American.

HE old idta that army diet 
33 should consist largely of beans, 
hardtack and coffee, is no 
longer approved, Belle Case Harring- 
ton points out in Leslie’s Weekly. In 
the present training camps meat, 
preferably beef, is served twice a 
day, with white bread baker in the 
general camp bakery and kept 24 
hours before serving. Where green 
vegetables can be obtained they are 
used, otherwise canned goods are 
substituted. Coffee is served at 
breakfast, and buttermilk, lemonade, 
tea, cocoa or water at other meals. 
Meals, which in the vernacular are 
“mess” or ‘“‘chow,” are served cafe- 
teria style. Every soldier is furnished 
with an outfit which consists of a 
meat-pan, knife, fork and spoon, and 
a long-handled cup. The cover of 
the meat-pan serves as a plate, and 
the outfit is so arrangéd that eacli 
man may do his own cooking in case 
of an emergency. Each man .takes 
his meat-pan and passes before a 
table where he is served with the 
various dishes prepared. He then 
goes to a table, or if there is none, 
drops down on the ground, and eats 
in absolute contentment. Don't feel 
too sorry for the boys, even if they 
do write longingiy home wishing fo. 
mother’s cookies or Jane's fried 
chicken. Men in outdoor training 
have good appetities, and they are 
far better off physically than if fed 
on the salads and ices and sodas 
they probably would have at home.

THANKSEIVING DAY 
FOOTBALL EVENTS 
IN CONFLICT RERE 


OLD ARGUMENT REVIVED 


Cleveland School 
Thinks Attendance Will Be 
Good Despite Clash. 


As a result of a complete revision 
of the football schedule of the In- 
terscholastic Athletic League by rep- 
resentatives of the five high schools 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon 
there will be a conflict between the 
Central-Soldan High School game, 
which is the scholastic feature of the 
season, and the Washington-St. Louis 
contest, the year’s big collegiate con- 
test, locally.

Draw Same Crowds. 


These two games each attract be-, 


tween 7000 and 10,000 persons an- 
mually. Practically the same follow- 
ing attends both games. Prof. H. H.

Echool said to the Post-Dispatch this 
morning that the high schools at- 
tracted their own crowd and the 
principals did not think that either 
game would suffer by the conflict.

EW YORK GIANTS have the 
better infleld. better in both 
the attack and in defense than the 
Chicago White Sox, for purposes of 
the world’s series. 
This revelation comes as a surprise 
to me. I expected to discover when 
the men were weighed and figured 


down .to the finest points that the 
White Sox would be stronger in tne 
attack and that the Giants wouid 
show a greater margin of efficiency 
on the infield, due largely to experi- 
ence and brains. Instead, the Giants 
barely hold the lead in fielding, yet 
show that their infleld ought to out- 
play Chicago on the attack. The 
White Sox, almost beyond doubt, will 
lead in the hitting. 

The Giants hold up in spite, also. 
of Herzog’s condition. I am figuring 
upon Herzog to be in the big series, 
but not in his best condition. His 
nerve and fighting qualities, his de- 
termination and his power of inspir- 
ing confidence in the others, are 
needed. With Smith on the job we 
would have to deduct just 82 points 
from the defensive and offensive 
strength of the team. 


Where Risberg Falls. 


fh HERE seldom have been two 

teams entering a world’s series 
that figured so close together on the 
infields. Usually pennants are won 


by strong combinations around sec- 
ond base. Neither of these teams 
has such a combination. Both of these 
teams have won through attacking 
power, not through defensive 
strength, although, of course, the de- 
fense has been good. The Filetcher- 
Herzog team work around second 
bese excels that of Collins and Ris- 
berg, chiefly because they understand 
team play better, and because of Ris- 
berg’s inexperience, and failure to 
grasp the Collins style of play. 

The secret of all great combina- 
tions around second base lies in the 
timing of plays and making them to 

sult the speed of the runners on the 

bases. In spite of his greatness, Ed- 
die Collins never has timed runners 
well, and fn fact has a style of tak- 
ing a ball at second for the relay to 
first that is practically his own. It 
is fast, but not always in accord with 
the necessity for the play. He can 
make the play himself, but his man- 
ner of making it often throws his 
partner off guard. 

Collins meets the ball while at full 
speed, and an inexperienced man is 
liable to fear a mishap and throw to 
the runner instead of to the bag, as 
Colling plays deep and far away and 
comes with greate speed. Risberg 
has, on a dozen occasions this sea- 
son, started to make the throw to the 
base, has seen how far Collins wag 
away, and either pulled the throw tw 
meet the runner, and thus lost the 
double play, or has failed to make it 
at all. If he had that eupreme con- 
fidence in Collins’ ability to get the 
ball and had thrown, these mishaps 
never would have happened. 


Should Trust Collins. 
LETCHER and Herzog work 
much better together, more 
smoothly, pass the ball to each other 
better. Collins is better than Herzog 


in pivoting to make the relay throw, 
for Herzy frequently shows he is out 
of position by a trace of awkward- 
ness. On some occasions this sum- 
mer he hag lost plays through getting 
his feet out of position and being 
unable to make the turn in time. 

These may sound like small points, 
but they are points that count. You 
must remember that world’s series 
games are, as a rule, small score 
games. The small things turn the 
tide. 

Let me explain about this doping. 
In fguring an infield for thig series, 
forget all about its value in the 
season. We are doping it only for 
games against a certain club, at a 
certain period. We are doping it on 
what we know of the condition of 
the men, and their ability to rise to 
an occasion or to flounder under the 
strain.

Ideal conditions for late develop- 
ment and curing of the corn crop 
dropped futures nearly 2c in the 
early speculation here today, follow- 
ine in the Chicago 
market. Trade was largely profes- 
sional, however, as manipulative po- 
sition of the Chicago market at pres- 
ent makes for conservatism in selling 
shorc on the breaks. 

Oats were slightly easier with corn, 
but, trade was light and as arrivals 
are small in primary. markets and 
export buying is good, traders are 

cautious in pressing the bear side 
aggressively, 

The Liverpool wheat 
was firm today, with expectation of 
moderate world’s ship:nents and 
scarcity of other grains. Continental 
demand improving. . Native crops 
moving slowly. Corn firm, ‘but 
easier. Tendency was offset by light 
Argentine shipments and the strike 
situation there is unabated; Oats 
are dull and inclined lower,’ with 
more liberal American and Canadian 
offers and good arrivals here. 

The Modern Miller says plowing in 
winter and spring wheat belt has 
been on a larger scale than ever be- 
fore, and much winter wheat has 
already been eeeded. Beneficial rains 
fell in parts of Kansas where dry 
seeding conditions prevdiled. Late 
corn cutting in some sections of the 
central states will delay plowing for 
wheat. Movement of wheat from 
farms shows some enlargement, but 
the system of marketing does not 
seem conducive to usual large move- 
ment. . 

Canadian crepe: A loss of 10 per 
cent in acreage in oats sown is re- 
ported in Manitoba and 17 per cent 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta. Rye 
crop was 4,195,000 bu, against 2,967,- 


| 000 bu last year; barley, 59,318,000 


bu, against 42,647,000 bu last year; 
flax 10,068,000 bu against 7,316,000 
bu last year. 

New York wired that some people 


‘who have been studying the question 


of’ the removal of corn maximums 
are taking into consideration the ef- 
fect of the price of corn on the con- 
sumption of wheat. -Owing to the 
high price of old corn, consumption 
of wheat is reported as a substitute 
for corn in som efeeding operations. 
If the removal of the maximum 
should result in bull speculation, 
which would. tend to increase the 
consumption of wheat, there might 
be cause for apprehension. 

The normal movement of new corn 
will greatly increase In a’ short time 
and with the ce Of a record 
crop and with f delayed until 
next week and a record merchant- 
able crop, there should be every rea- 
son. to expect a movement of corn, 
which would supply the demand, as 
has been the case in oats. 

Normally theseris very little con- 
tract corn from the new crop avail- 
able in December, but there is plenty 
of corn in commercial channels. A 
rampant bull speculation in Decem- 
ber corn wit hthe faximum removed, 
owing to the scarcity of, contract 
corn ordinarily available in Decem- 
ber, might affect the price of corn 
in mercantile channels, in a way 
which might be considered ‘unwise.
